After Mass Sunday morning, the Reverend Arthur J. Hal- 
bach, Ph.D., college chaplain, will officiate at the blessing of the 
equipment in the studio. Members of the faculty and of the Radio 
club will be present for the ceremony. 


The studio will be open to 


o’clock Sunday afternoon. Invitations 
have been sent to benefactors of the 
radio studio and announcements of 
the open house have been made in the 
newspapers and over the radio. Hos- 
tesses at the open house will be the 
members of the Radio club. 


Clarke students have been invited to 
visit the studios between 1 o’clock and 
2 o'clock. 


Visitors will be given an opportuni- 
ty to see all the new equipment, includ- 
ing the wire recorder and the new 
four-way mixer control boards. 
Vaughn Gayman, director of the radio 
department at Clarke, and assistant 


manager of stations WKBB and 
WDBQ, will demonstrate the new 
equipment and explain its use. Mr. 


Gayman has been directing the recon- 
struction work in the studio since last 


October. 


Control Room Apparatus 


All of the control room apparatus 
was designed and built for the Clarke 
studio by John Uyeoka, chief engineer 
at the WKBB station. The control 
room now features a wire recorder, 
two console control boards, two turn 
tables, a telephone and a well planned 
cabinet for records. These cabinets 
were built by W. C. Folsom. 


Harold Hatzenbuehler, sales mana- 
ger at WKBB, built the polycylindrical 
walls in the studio. These have been 
painted deep rose, while the rest of the 
room is decorated in ivory and hunt- 
er’s green. Mr. P, K. Layman, interior 
decorator at Roshek’s department store, 
planned the color scheme and also de-

Dean Publishes 
Magazine Article 
On Student Gov't 


“Student Government on the Col- 
lege Campus” is the subject of an ar- 
ticle published by Sister Mary Crescen- 
tia, B.V.M., dean, in the April issue of 
The Catholic World. The article, 
written at the request of the Reverend 
Vincent Holden, C.S.P., who directed 
the student leadership workshop here 
in November, describes the system of 
student government at Clarke. 

“Good student government,” Sister 
Mary Crescentia writes in her article, 
“engenders a respect for law and a 
reverence for authority by placing on 
individuals in early adulthood the re- 
sponsibility for the maintenance of a 
good social order... It trains the stu- 
dene to think in terms of group re- 
sponse as well as of group responsibili- 
ty and inures him to the hard reality 
that not every well-intentioned effort is 
applauded or every worthy cause sup- 
ported.” 

In referring specifically to Clarke’s 
student government, Sister says: .‘‘Stu- 
dents feel personally and infuse into 
new members of the community a re- 
spect for rules and regulations; they 
bring to the attention of student and 
faculty administration defects which

might otherwise never be perceived by 
those who are in a position to remedy 
them. Each year there is greater evi- 
dence that the individual student 
senses more acutely that the college 
community is hers: she is proud of it, 
she makes sacrifices for it, and she re- 
ceives countless benefits from it.” 


Faculty Assists 


Sister continues: “For a long time, 
skeptics have been confusing the issue 
by assuming that faculty and students 
are at enmity, that the objectives 
sought by the one are by that very 
fact rejected by the other. In my work 
with students I have never found any 
difference of opinion on basic issues 
that reasonable discussion could not 
resolve . . . Regarding the second ac- 
cusation, i.e., that faculty members 
shape student opinion, I answer, yes, 
they do, and they do it for the same 
reason that they form student opinion 
in philosophy, history and English. 
They possess theoretical and practical 
knowledge which they have no right to 
keep from the students.” 

In concluding her paper Sister Mary 
Crescentia writes: “Student govern- 
ment at Clarke works. The students 
like it; the faculty members like ic. 
The two groups have learned from 
each other and from sharing common 
experiences on the campus. Where 
such factors as an accepted ethical 
code, emotional maturity, and the 
spirit of hard work are present, there 
is no reason why student government 
cannot succeed. 


In-Service Training 

“Student government offers to 
young people a laboratory in which 
they can actually think through and 
work out life situations comparable to 
those with which they will be confront- 
ed after graduation. Student govern- 
ment transforms the college communi- 
ty into a miniature civic center; it pre- 
vents the young person’s four years of 
college life from being a time of dodg- 
ed responsibilities. Student govern- 
ment offers opportunities for in-service 
training, and it teaches young adults 
how to integrate and accept the rights 
and corresponding responsibilities of 
mature living. College becomes life, 
not just intellectual preparation for

Through Congress

Now that the SLC congress is under 
way and your delegates are busy at 
work revising our method of govern- 
ment, it might be interesting for you 
the people who will live under that 
government to know just exactly what 
procedure is followed in studying the 
measures that you propose to your 
delegates. 


Beginning tonight the plenary ses- 
sions of the Congress will be opened 
and the work begun. All students are 
welcome to attend the plenary sessions; 
however, only delegates are allowed to 
vote. 


Committees Discuss 


Various committees will consider 
measures proposed by the delegates or 
students. After committee discussion, 
these measures will be presented to the 
Plenary Session for approval. Let us 
see how a fictitious bill is passed by the 
Congress. 

Suppose that Jane Smith, a delegate, 
suggests that an amendment be added 
to the constitution requiring that caps 
and gowns be worn for academic 
study. This measure is then referred 
to the Student Activities committee for 
consideration. If the committee de- 
cides that such a regulation would be 
for the good of the student body and 
would generally benefit the school 
standards, the measure is placed before 
the entire body of delegates at the 
plenary session. 


Delegates Vote 
At this time discussion by all stu- 
dents is allowed. The measure is then 
voted upon by the delegates, and if 
passed, incorporated into the constitu- 
tion. 


Perhaps Susie Jones would not ap- 
prove of this suggestion. She may 
voice her disapproval. If a majority 
agree with her, they may vote against 
the measure, and it will be dropped. 


Chinese Books >. 
Given to Library 


The family of Liu Tseng Tau, 
grandfather of Nancy Liu, Shanghai, 
China, has donated 100 volumes of 
books written by himself in the Chi- 
nese language to the Clarke College li- 
brary. 

The books concern the Ching dynas- 
ty and treat all phases of Chinese life 
during that time including such topics 
as government, education, and taxes. 


Nancy Liu explained that the pro- 
found treatment of subject matter 
makes comprehension, and even read- 
difficult for the ordinary Chinese

Enclosing the paper covered 100 
volumes or 400 chapters is a finely fin-

Miss Liu said that 
in China, books of a classical nature 
are contained in similar wooden cases, 
but that ordinary books are not.
